They Made Us Free 


fvNE HUNDRED AND FORTY-FIVE years ago 
U" this Fourth of July, a group of "downcast 
.Yankees" put their heads in a noose by signing 
the Declaration of Independence. 
That docu- 


ment gave birth to the United States. 
It for- 


ever ended rule of Americans by kings. To it 
we owe our political independence and republi- 
can self-government. 
^ ^ 


When the Declaration of Independence was 


signed. July -I, 177(5, the battles of Lexington, 
Concord and Bunker Hill had been fought and 
Washington had taken charge of the Conti- 
nental army. 
With that much of a start toward 


independence, it would seem that the Declara- 
tion would have gone through speedily. 


But congress was nearly as slow in those 


days as now". The first resolution of indepen- 
dence was introduced June 7 by Richard Henry 
Lee, of Virginia. 
It was debated, referred to 


committee, and nearly a month went by before 
it was adopted. 


As with all big questions, the public was 


•divided. John Adams, who for two years had 
'been boldly advocating independence, wrote: 


%'I was avoided like a man infected wiih lep- 
rosy. and' walked the streets of Philadelphia in 
•solitude, borne down by the weight of core and 
unpopularity." 
Of the delegates from the Hiir- 


leen original colonies, those from New York, 
'New Jersey, Pennsylvania. Maryland, Delaware 
and South Carolina, were at first opposed to 
severing British rule.

Thomas Jefferson arrived in Philadelphia 


, and wns delegated to write the formal Declara- 


tion of Independence. 
He went about it leisure- 


ly—rented a room on a second floor in a quiet 
neighborhood and had a carpenter make him a 
special desk three feet high and fourteen by ten 
inches on top. On this table he penned the 
Declaration, probably with his collar off, for 
that June was hot. 


The document came within nn ace of going 


into the waste basket. 
Jefferson was gloomy as 


it was debated.- Ben Franklin sat at his elbow 
and tried to cheer him up -with funny stories. 
Meanwhile, the public, cursing congressional de- 
lay, melted up lead plate into bullets and shot 
•their way toward freedom. 


# * * * 


July 2. not the glorious fourth, is really In- 


dependence, day, for Lee's resolution severing us 
from England was passed in secret session the 
second of July. Jefferson's elaborated and for- 
mal document was passed and signed two days 
later, and was not made public until the sixth. 


However, the date doesn't make much dif- 


ference. 
What really counts is the Declara- 


tion's great principles of individual freedom. 
Perhaps the best comment was written July 3, 
177fi, by John Adams to his wife: 


' 
"The second clay of July will be the most 


memorable epoch in the history of America. I 
am apt to believe that it will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations as the great annivcrsary 
fcstivnl. 
It ought to be commemorated as the 


day of deliverance, by solemn acts of devotion 
to God Almighty. 
It ought to be solemnized 


vith pomp and parades and shows, games, 
sports, guns, bells, bonfires and illuminations, 


i from one end of this continent lo the other, 


from this Lime forward forevcnmorc."
